HE GERMANS HAVE LAUNCHED THE HEAVIEST 
COUNTER-ATTACK YET STAGED ON THE AMERI- 
CAN SECTOR OF THE WESTERN FRONT. THEY WERE

NARROW AVRANCHES CORRIDOR BETWEEN NOR- 
MANDY AND BRITTANY, ACCORDING TO REUTER.

Early reports stated that Mortain, 20 miles from 
Avranches, was recaptured by the Germans, who, 
5 miles northward, also penetrated to a depth of 


3 miles..

On the British front Second Army troops have forced a 
new bridgehead across the Orne on a two-mile front about 


miles below Caen. 


They have repulsed two

The recapture of Mortain by the 
U.S. forces was: announced at 
Supreme Headquarters late last 
night. According to a Berlin report, 
Reuter states, the Americans’ swift 
come-back was launched from the 
south-west. Eighty-eight German 
tanks, it is stated, were destroyed. 

The aim of the Germans, says 
Reuter, is to sever the American 
now spreading all over 
Brittany from the five spearheads 
operating eastwards along the high- 
ways leading to Paris and the heart 
of France. They are being held, 
and, according to a high American 
officer, the German armour. 
recently strengthened, sustained a 
rough handling tn the initial assault. 


TANK BATTLE 

Robert Reuben, Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent with the U.S. Forces, 
stated last might that the counter- 
attack was launched in an almost 
due west direction with forces 
approaching Cherence Je Roussel 
from north-east and _ south-east. 
The American forces, however, stil] 
held the high ground surrounding 
Mortain—which is situated in a 
valley 

The biggest battle appears to be 
underway in the Cherence area, 
where tank versus tank fighting is 
going on involving at least 30 to 
40 German tanks. 

The Germans in this area have 
recently been reinforced  sub- 
stantially with troops drawn from 
other areas. The American forces 
have been driving south by south- 
east in a series of columns, and 
at present hold strongpoints rather 
than a fortified holding tine which 
could be breached. 

At least four armoured divisions 
are taking part in the attack between 
Mortain and Sourdeval, 54 miles to 
the north. The Germans penetrated 
to a depth of 3 miles in the area 
of Cherence le Roussel, 54+ miles 
north-west of Mortain, but they are 
being held. 

A German High Command report, 
broadcast last night, said: “ Follow- 
ing up their counter-attacks in the 
Vire-St. Poischerence area our 
troops went over to the attack in 
the sector further south between 
the rivers See and Selune. The 
German attack gained ground in the 
face ‘of determined resistance. 
Enemy groups which had been cut 
off were wiped out.”—(Reuter.) 

Field-Marshal von Kluge is mass- 
ing troops in an effort to hold the 
Caen hinge, Doon Campbell, 
Reuter’s Special Correspondent, 
cabled last night. 

Last nignt, from 11 o'clock 
(D.B.S.T.) onwards, more than 
1,000 R.A.F. Lancasters and Hali- 
faxes attacked the “hinge” of 
the German line just south of 
Caen. Many thousands of tons 
of bombs were dropped in an 
attack which was the closest sup- 
port yet given to the army by 
heavy bombers.

Up to 250 Italy-based heavy 
bombers yesterday attacked two 
synthetic oil plants at -Blechhamer, 
Silesia, 75 miles south-east of 
Breslau and little more than 100 
miles west of the Red Army spear- 
heads in the Cracow drive, a Reuter 
telegram from Allied Headquarters, 
Italy, stated last night. 

Reuter added that Blechhamer is 
roughly 100 miles from Nowy 
Korezyn, the nearest town captured 
by the Russians in their push 
towards the German industrial 
region of Silesia. 

The two Blechhamer synthetic 
plants, four miles apart, produced 
a large part of the Wehrmacht’s 
high grade petrol, 

Heavy bombers of the air 

force from England have attacked 
a German aircraft plant at Rahmel, 
10 miles north-west of Gdynia and 
landed safely at American bases in 
the Soviet Union, the United States 
Eastern Command announced last 
night, says a Reuter telegram from 
Moscow. 
“Liberators also attacked two 
targets in Northern Yugo-Slavia 
yesterday with good results. Oil 
installations at Novi Sad on the 
Danube, north-west of Belgrade, 
provided the first target. Activity 
of this plant had been increased 
since Allied planes laid mines by 
night in the Danube., Flak was 
slight. The second target was 
undefended, Alibunar airfield, 21 
miles north-east of Belgrade.” 


DAMAGE IN FRANCE 

The British: Air Ministry stated 
last night:—' On Sunday afternoon 
Halifaxes and Lancasters of R.A.F. 
Bomber Command, with hter 
cover, attacked a supply dépót in 
the Foret de Nieppe, in the Pas de 
Calais and at L’Jsle Adam, some 
15 miles north of Paris. On Sunday 
night a force of Mosquitos attacked 
the synthetic oil plant at Castrop- 
Rauxel in the Ruhr. A large fire 
was observed. Other Mosquitos 
bombed Cologne and mines were 
laid in enemy waters.

FTER an absence of five hours 
and five minutes, the jury in the 
Belfast war contracts case last night 
returned a verdict of guilty against 
Wm. J. Stewart, M.P. for South Bel- 
fast in the British House of Com- 
mons, and John McKelvie Reilly, 
company director. 

Stewart, who is governing director 
of the firm of Stewart and Partners; 
John McKelvie Reilly, a director of 
the firm. and Miss Jane C. Green- 
ham, an employee, had pleaded not 
guilty to a’ charge of having con- 
spired to cheat and defraud the 
Secretary for War of sums of money 
amounting to £1,800, represented by 
discounts or rebates on certain 
prime costs contracts. 

Stewart was fined £10,000 and 
Reilly £500. Reilly was recom- 
mended to clemency, as, in the 
jury’s opinion, his guilt arose from 
a misguided sense of duty.

Food poisoning can be contracted 
in sO many ways that it is almost 
impossible to trace the source. Fish, 
‘meat, butter pastes, all have been 
mentioned in connection with the 
outbreaks in Dublin, but even the 
sufferers themselves, it was found, 
were in a quandary as to what parti-| 
cular f brought about their!

At the same time, we must 
confess ourselves in sympathy 
with the farm labourers. They 
are, perhaps, the most important 
body of people in the entire 
country, except the farmers them- 
selves; and they are almost 
certainly the worst paid. It is 
not enough to answer that they 
are fed, for the most part, by 
their employers. Their wives and 
children are not so fed; rent must 
be paid; most of the expenses that 
the city worker, with a larger 
income, incurs must be met also 
by the farm labourer on his com- 
paratively low wage. When one 
considers the conditions of the 
farm labourer, indeed, it is hardly, 
necessary to demand any further 
explanation for the “flight from 
the land,” which has received so 
much publicity in the last twenty 
years. Our country cannot afford 
the luxury of inconsistency; it 
cannot deplore the “flight from 
the land” and simultaneously 
consent to the exaltation of the 
town and industrial worker as 
against the agricultural worker. 
‘Hundreds of farmers, both 
“strong” and comparatively 
“small,” complain that labour 
cannot be obtained; yet the 
factories that pay a reasonable 
wage can obtain all the labour 
that they desire. It may be that 
the present Government desires 
to place a premium on mechanical 
industry; and, if so, it has every 
right: to sanction the payment of 
higher wages to industrial workers, 
however unskilled, than to 
farm labourers, however skilled. 
Such an exaltation of industry, 
however, may be _ terribly 
dangerous; and we think that 
among the first operations of 
post-war. “reconstruction” in 
this country must be the restoring 
of a sound balance between the 
attractions of farm and factory. 
The agricultural labourer deserves 
a better time—which, by practical 
interpretation, Means More money, 
a better house, and at least such 
amenities as are enjoyed by the 
comparable worker in the city. 
Hitherto the: men of the land 
have not employed the weapon of 
strike action, and we sincerely 
hope that their tens of thousands 
never will reach the point of 
“coming out,” whether in con- 
ditions of peace or of war; but 
they have more excuse for it 
than most people, and their 
quietness in the past is a tribute

In every other Abbey crisis ! 
have felt that the genius of the 
founders and the tradition which 
they created were sufficient to kee 
it alive. Now, however, when 
find the players, whose loyalty to 
their art is the badge of their 
profession, leaving this world- 
famous theatre in disgust, I feel 
that for the first time the Abbey 
Theatre is in real danger. 

I should like to declare my 
support of the attitude of those 
actors who considered that they 
were no longer willing to make 
financial sacrifices when the Abbey 
Theatre was being allowed to 
deteriorate into an amateur dramatic 
society. One does not need to have 
a great deal of knowledge of the 
subject to realise how delicately a 
theatre must be treated; how it 
must be nurtured by men and 
women who have knowledge and 
understanding—men and women 
“of the theatre.” Both the actor 
and the playwright desire intelligent 
and informed direction; they are, 
however, angered by stupid direc- 
tion, or an ignorance supported by 
complacent vanity. 

_ A feature of the correspondence 
in your paper which I admired was 
the lack of any tendency to criticise 
the Gaelic theatre as such. I do 
not think that any of the actors who 
resigned from the Abbey Theatre 
would agree with such criticism. 
The Abbey actors can see that the 
Gaelic language should be revived. 
and that a reasonable use of the 
English theatre to effect such a re- 
vival would be admirable. But to 
sacrifice a world-famous little 
theatre to short-sighted fanaticism is 
calculated to antagonise people, not 
only against the Board, but against 
the very idea of a Gaelic move- 
ment. As somebody has remarked, 
the cuckoo which lays its eggs in 
another bird’s nest has never 
been regarded as an _ honour- 
able _ bird. However, as one 
of your correspondents noted, 
the present Board has not made 

success of the Gaelic theatre.

The right of the present directors 
to control the Abbey Theatre should 
be questioned. The theatre is State- 
subsidised, and if the people of 
Ireland are responsible for that 
subsidy they are entitled to know if 
it is being wasted on a nursery of 
mediocrity. Certainly if, as has 
been suggested, the Government 
intends paying a yast amount of 
money for the rebuilding of the 
theatre after the war, the public are 
entitlk to an assurance that it will 
not be spent on a white-elephant. 

I had seeh so many plays, which 
turned. out to be less than good, 
hailed as masterpieces by members 
of the Board that I had come to 
believe that most of the directors 
had no power of visualising the 
written plays ,on the stage. Not 
long ago, however, the players felt 
so badly about a certain play that 
they asked the directors to come to 
see it in rehearsal and, if possible, 
reconsider their decision. The direc- 
tors came, but saw no reason to 
change their minds. Need | add 
that the attitude of the players was 
subsequently endorsed by the atti- 
tude of the public when the play 
was performed? When you con- 
sider the number of plays, neither 
goo* nor popular, which have been 
put on in the past two years, it is 
exasperating to think that a play by 
Teresa Deevy was rejected only a 
short time ago. It seems obvious 
that there is no leadership in the 
Abbey Theatre at the present 
moment; that there is an encourage- 
ment of subservience and mediocrity 
and a distrust of intellect and 
vitality. But the worst feature 
of the Abbey is not that the 
directors seem incapable of dis- 
criminating between good and 
bad in playwrights or actors, 
but that they seem incapable of 
learning by their mistakes. Further- 
more, their neglect to fill the three 
vacant seats encourages the public 


of the vitality which new directors, 
no matter who they were, would 
bring to the theatre. 

The situation might be compared 
to that which existed in Moscow 
at the time when Danshenko and

Chairmanship Ages 

Four members of the Newcastle 
City Council will be retired auto- 
matically from Committee Chair- 
manships when the decision of the 
Council to ban all members from 
holding chairmanships after reach- 
ing the age of 75—and to allow no 
member who has attained the age 
of 70 to be chairman without the 
express consent of the Council— 
comes into force in the Autumn. 
The scheme has aroused a great 
deal of interest and comment in 
Local Government circles. It Js 
felt that some men of 75, still 
mentally alert, and with a long 
experience of local government 
work behind them, have a particu- 
lar aptitude for committee work, 
and may be replaced by younger 
men with a less sure grip of affairs. 
On the other hand; there has been 
a tendency among most Council 
Committees over a long period of 
years automatically to re-elect a 
chairman, and this has militated 
against progress. Newcastle is to 
bring before the full Council the re- 
election of any chairman every five 
years. 


Salvage Drive 


The national salvage campaign is 


inaugurated in war-time which are 
sure to be carried into the peace. 
From the outbreak of the war until 
1 few months ago it has resulted in 
5,340,000 tons of paper, metal, rags, 
ropes, string and twine, rubber, 
bones and kitchen waste, bottles, 
books, photographic film and 
gramophone records, being col- 
lected. Of this amount, 1,405,000 
tons represented waste paper. So 
successfully has salvage been 
organised that two-thirds of Britain’s 
paper is now obtained from this 
source. More than 1,000 tons are 
recovered each year by the London 
Passenger Transport Services, which 
has effected a saving of 600 tons of 
paper pulp, through making bus, 
train and trollev bus tickets smaller. 
The Post Office, in its search for 
waste paper, saves even the tiny 
pieces punched out when sheets of 


from this source. The average 
quantity of rags collected is 110,000 
lbs. a day. About half of this 
consists of woollen rags. The rail- 
ings campaign -yield more than 
581,000 tons of scrap metal. 


World’s Finest Harbour 


As the emphasis of the war_ has 
been shifting to the East, Trin- 
comalee in Ceylon, described by 
Nelson as the finest harbour in the 
world, has become one of the busiest. 
Trincomalee is the only entirely 
sheltered harbour in the whole 
Indian peninsula. Its inner harbour 
is a mile in area and eleven to 
eighteen fathoms in depth, and the 
outer measures four square miles, 
with a depth of seventy fathoms. 
Colombo  Harbour—artificially 
formed by three breakwaters—also a 
hive of activity, has been much 
developed and improved in recent 
ears. Direct railway communications 
connects the harbour with all parts of 
Ceylon and with Southern India. 
Lord Louis Mountbatten’s head- 
quarters on the island are the spring- 
board from which the attack against 
Japan is being launched.
